New^York, June 21 —Special— News brought by Cuban 


refugees indicates that famine is likely to be a powerful ally 
of the United States in Cuba.

ing from a shortage of provisions, and Santiago is in even a 
worse state. None but the rich and the officials are adequate- 
ly supplied, and the suffering among the poor is acute.

rations issued to the soldiers are exceedingly scant, and there 


j.. are fears ,oLrnu.tiny. There is.no ..prospect of relief, as. the 


blockade prevents importation and the country inland'is al- 
most a barren waste, made so by the war. 
The insurgent 


soldiery are in a much better condition, as they have a larger 
territory in which they can forage.

the Spaniards are hazardous undertakings, as all about the 
•cities the Cubans arc on the lookout for such bands, and 
show them no mercy.

ernment was made merely to secure 
cohesion, but that tho Insurgents fully 
desire the Islands should become an 
American colony. 


The cruiser Baltimore was ordered 


to leave Manila bay Friday night for 
the purpose of meeting, off tho north- 
east coast of tho Island of Luzon, tho 
transports bringing rc-onforcements to 
Admiral Dewey from San Francisco. 


Tho captain of tho steamer 
Yuen 


Sang seems to have been mistaken In 
his report of sighting an American 
transport near Manila June l(i. Xo 
transport had reached Manila June 17 
when the Zaflro left. 


Admiral Dewey will not permit tho 


insurgents to enter Manila until 
the 


American troops arrive. 


All foreign residents of tho city are 


going on board neutral ships In 
the 


bay. 


The Spaniards have sunk the steamer 


Cuba In the Parslg river. Their object 
was to block the river agalrfst tho pas- 
sage of American vessels.

MORRILL'S STRONG PROTEST, 


Vermont Stutcmniin Ili-crle* the Military 


Importance of the IttlumlH—Annexation 
Not In Harmony, with the Constitution 
of tho United Ntutu*. 


Washington, June 21.—Discussion by 


the senate of tho question of Hawaiian 
annexation was begun Monday In open 
session. At the very opening of tho 
question tho opponents of annexation 
quite unexpectedly scored a point by 
preventing a yea and nay vote on tak- 
ing up the resolutions. 


When-Mr. Davis, chairman of tho 


committee on foreign relations, called 
up the resolutions the vice-president, 
as usual, announced that without ob- 
jection being entered, he declared tho 
resolutions to be before the senate. A 
minute or two later Mr. Frye (Me.) de- 
manded the yeas and nays upon tho 
request that a yea and nay vote .could 
not be had on a dead Issue—that the 
resolutions were already before tho 
senate by unanimous consent. 
Of 


course the point was sustained. 


Tho opponents of annexation were 


decidedly pleased nt preventing a show 
of strength, but later Mr. White af- 
forded the friends of annexation tho 
opportunity they had been 
waiting. 


Ho moved to adjourn, and like a flash 
Mr. Davis demanded the yeas and nays. 
Tho motion, tho vote upon which was 
a test of strength between the friends 
and opponents of annexation, was de- 
feated decisively—15 to 15. 


Having gained his point In develop- 


ing the numerical weakness of the op- 
position, Mr. Davis readily agreed to 
enter a motion for an executive session. 


The proceedings of the day Indicate 


clearly that there Is to bo no debate 
upon the Hawaiian question In the or- 
dinary acceptation of the term. 
It la 


not the purpose of the friends of an- 
nexation to consume time In making 
speeches. Believing that the senate has 
already. In executive session, thorough- 
ly discussed the question, they will per- 
mit the opponents of the project to oc- 
cupy all of the time. This plan 
of 


campaign Is not satisfactory to the lat- 
ter and during the sc'Bslon consider- 
able bitterness was manifested at 
times. 


The speakers were Mr. Morrlll, tho 


venerable senator from Vermont and 
one of tho republican opponents of an- 
nexation, and Mr. Bacon (dura., Ga.). 
Mr. Morrlll covered the general ques- 
tion, while Mr. Bacon discussed 
:he 


power of congress to annex territory 
by legislative act, maintaining that 
auch annexation was unconstitutional. 


Mr. Morrlll. In opposing the annexa- 


tion of the inlands, said In part: 


"Tho undcglrablc character of '.he 


greater part of their ill-gathered races 
of population, gathered by contract to 
serve long years of semi-slavery by 
sugar employers, does not warrant and 
never can entitle them to an equal rep- 
resentation In the senate of the United 
States with Virginia and Massachusetts 
or with Illinois and Colorado ilor any 
other state. My firm conviction is that 
annexation of distant Islands Is not in 
harmony with the constitution of tho 
United States, 
but Is conspicuously 


repugnant thereto; nor Is It In har- 
mony with tho hlHtory or even with 
any of the recorded opinions of 
our 


earliest and ripest statesmen. 


"The Hawaiian Islands If annexed 


would prove as barren of military Im- 
portance as of commercial, which 
la 


wholly based on our unfortunate grant 
of a free market for their sugar, and 
their annexation would be n source of 
weakness, and no more desirable for 
the defense of the Pacific coast than 
tho nether side of the moon. Wo can- 
riot afford to denounce and forbid all 
acquisitions of territory In the west- 
ern hemisphere by European govern- 
ments, oven at the peril of war, and 
forthwith embark In a thus budiimncd 
enterprise ourselves. If our fidelity to 
the well-ripened statesmanship of tho 
father of his country shall be perpetu- 
ated for the next hundred years, as In 
the past, the .honor, prosperity and 
power of our republic, It may be safely 
predicted, will light and lead all the 
nations."
